REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Entry of the foregoing Amendment and reconsideration of the application are 
requested. Claims 1, 3, 4 and 5 have been amended, and claims 1-6 remain pending. 

Applicant submits herewith replacement pages for Figs. 1-6 which rectify the 
Examiner's objections to the drawings as originally filed. The problem with holes 58a-e in 
Fig. 3 is overcome by eliminating the term "equally" in the specification on page 6, line 10. 

Applicant has also made the required changes set forth in paragraphs 2, 3 and 
5 of the Office Action. 

Claims 1 and 2 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Quenneville '494. Claims 3 and 4 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over the '494 patent. 

Claims 5 and 6 have been found conditionally allowable upon being rewritten 
and are now believed to be in allowance and compUant with 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph. 

The Quenneville patent discloses a shock absorber adjustment tool 20 
engagable with a lock nut 15 and holes 16 of a motorcycle shock absorber 7. 

Claim 1 has been amended to positively claim the combination of a fan clutch 
holding tool used specifically with a fan clutch assembly threadably attached to a shaft of a 
engine of a vehicle by a series of fasteners. The claim further specifies a flat holding plate 
engageable with a circumferential segment of the hub, and having holes receiving certain of 
the fasteners connecting the hub and pulley together so that the holding plate is attached to 
the hub. It is further recited that a distal end of an elongated handle of the tool is supported 
upon a frame rail of the vehicle. 

Neither Quenneville nor any of the other prior art teaches or suggests such 
structural combination. Accordingly, it is believed claim 1 and claims 2-4 dependent 
therefrom are allowable along with claims 5 and 6. 
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The Examiner is requested to pass the application to issue with claims 1-6 
being allowable.
